Heavy Sentences 
Unsound Principle 


WINNIPEG, Feb. 4.—(CP) — Mr 
Justice A. K. Dysart suggested yes- 
terday in the Manitoba court of 
appeal that imposition of heavy 
sentences as a crime deterrent was 
an “unsound principle.” 

The judge made this observation 
during an appeal against a two-year 
penitentiary sentence imposed on 
Del Robert O'Brien, 22 for attempt- 
ed robbery of a fruit store last No- 
vember.

Mr, Justice Dysart referred to the 
statement of the magistrate who | 
sentenced O'Brien.

Owners of industrial 
south-western peninsula of Ontario are being 
invited by some public officials to look to Al- 
berta as a prospective source of natural gas, 
lack of which has obliged many of them to 
close their establishments, cease production 
and throw thousands of employes out of

That is a long way to look, even assuming 
the willingness of Alberta to permit the ex- 
port of gas in the quantities that would be 
required—for which assumption there is as 
yet no solid ground. It would require about 
three thousand miles of pipe lines of very 
large capacity to transport the gas, an 
undertaking whose cost must run into many 
millions and involve years of construction; 
supposing it is eventually found that Alberta 
has assured supplies large enough to warrant 
the investment and to justify agreement to 
the export proposal. 

A much simpler and more assured alter- 
native for many of the harrassed industrial- 
ists is to move their plants to Alberta. They 
would be welcomed here and would be per- | 
manently freed from the fuel scarcity that is 
making their operations precarious in On- 
tario. 

It is not to be claimed that location in | 
Alberta would be suitable for all classes of 
industries concerned, but certainly many of 
them would have a substantial advantage in | 
locating in the western market where they | 
sell a large part of their products. Those | 
which use western grain or other raw materi- 
als should find it no more difficult to sell | 
Alberta-made products in Ontario than they 
now find it to sell Ontario-made goods in | 
Alberta. 

It may be that Alberta gas will never be 
piped to Ontario. But there is nothing to 
prevent industries there moving to this prov- 
ince if other conditions make this a favorable 
place for their operations. At least their pres- 
ent predicament should cause a good many | 
owners of tied-up plants to visit this province | 
and study the advisability of making the 
move. 

Thé Melting Pot 

According to a census analysis just re- | 
leased by Ottawa, the use of the English 
language is increasing while the use of most 
non-English tongues is on the decline. 

Within the meaning of the statistical 
grouping, “mother tongue” is defined as “the 
first language spoken in childhood if still 
understood by the person. For infants, the | 
rother tongue reported was the language 
commonly spoken in the home”. |

The moderates 
are making war on the extremists; who mur- 
dered Gandhi because he opposed their plan 
to crush Pakistan and put the whole country 
under Hindu rule. The riots therefore are 
anti-extremist riots, not anti-Moslem out- 
breaks. 

That betters the outlook for peaceful re- 


lations between the two states. That the | 


militants are numerous and bitter is obvious, 
and it may take a lot of killing to subdue 
them. But so long as it is the trouble-makers 
who are being killed, by their own people, 
the prospect of inter-state harmony is bright- 
ened. 

Paradoxical as it may sound, the fol- 
lowers of Gandhi and Nehru are fighting to 
maintain peace—and their success will de- 
pend on how many casualties they can inflict 
on the war-mongers. 


Nothing Alarming 


So far as the budget indicates, Moscow 


| does not expect war. The appropriation for 
the armed forces is 17 per cent of the total, | 


and a modest reduction from the vote for 
1947. The amount is roughly $12,500,000,000. 
This compares with $11,025,000,000 which 
President Truman has asked Congress to 
provide for national defence. 

Washington officials, however, claim that 
the Moscow book-keepers do not put all their 


| military expenditures under that heading, 


but smuggle through part of the appropria- 


| tion in votes for other purposes, As the bud- 


get is substantially larger than that of last 
year, and the largest in Soviet history, there 
is considerable leeway for such financial 
juggling, if that is being employed. 

This leaves the world to guess how much 
the Kremlin really plans to spend on pre- 
paredness. But so far as the budget figures 
go they confirm Stalin’s frequent statements 
that he does not want another carnival of 
slaughter, destruction and waste.

Welcomed It 


The documents show that Stalin 
welcomed the successfu] German 
invasion of Scandinavia, the Low 
Countries, and France, and was per 
turbed over the failure of the battle 
of Britain, They showed he joined 
with Hitler in excorlating Roosevelt 
as a warmonger. 

But the documents reveal other 
things as well. Sir Stafford Cripps 
in Moscow offered, we learn, in re- 
turn for a Russian alliance with the 
West, to recognize the Soviets’ 
right to “the unification and leader- 
ship of the Balkans and the safe- 
guarding of her interests in the 
straits” (Dardanelles), 

And finally we learn that the 
pact broke up—from the Russian 
side—because of the German in- 
vasion of Yugoslavia and Greece, 
which the Soviets maintained were 
entirely in their sphere, and—on 
the German side—by repeated Rus- 
sian unilateral actions—in Lithu- 
ania and Bukovina—and, against 
specific agreements, the forcible 
bolshevization of all the territories 
into which Russia moved, 


Why the Charter? 


These documents were discovered 
in April, 1945, by the American 
First Army, Their contents were 
immediately known to the Ameri- 
can military intelligence and civil- 
jan officials. And, in substance, 
their contents also were known to

AS STALIN predicted, the Amer 
feans and British protested.

Ambassador, that Russia would not 
enter into any Big Three arrange 
ment to investigate conditions in 
Poland “because that would con- 
stitute a violation of Polish sover 
eignty.”

ed what BBC hailed as the “cream 
of the Polish Judiciary” to tour 
England. The men invited were 
Waclaw Barcikowski, who as high 
commissioner for the Referendum 
had falsified the vote and then 
sanctioned that falsehood as a 
member of the Supreme Court of 
Poland; Leon Chajn, vice minister 
of Justice, who conducted six-week 
courses which developed “prose 
cutors” of political arrestees; Judge 
Hizowski, of the Supreme Court 
who as High Commissioner of the 
Flection had attended to the job 
of stealing it, and a lawyer named 
Timorowicz, who was in charge 
ot falsifying the vote of the people 
of Warsaw 

The embittered people of Poland 
made a joke of this invitation 
“England must need advice on how 
to falsify an election,” they sald 

AT FIRST THE POLISH Peas- 
ant Party, which had been given 
2; of the new Parliament's 444 
seats (though in reality we had 
gained 74% of votes), agreed to 
boycott the first session, But then 
I realized that Parliament afforded 
us our only opportunity to speak 
our minds, and that perhaps some 
of our protests and sentiments 
might reach the outside ‘world, 

So we went to the opening of 
Parliament, and it chilled our blood 
to look at the faces of our “elect 
ed” colleagues. They were a mot- 
ley crowd, often unknown in their 
own bailiwicks. They were the epl- 
tome of the human pawn, for it 
was immediately obvious that they 
were to be used only as a “rubber 
stamp” for decisions made in high- 
er echelons. 

My first setback in the new Par- 
Viament was the defeat of my mo- 
tion that the election of the Speak- 
er be secret. Then | rose to pro- 
gest the wording of the oath which 
the new President would take. It 
made no mention of God. 

“THIS PARLIAMENT was chos- 
en fraudulently and—in truth—has 


no right to elect a president,” I! 


said, “It should be dissolved im- 
mediately and a truly free election 


held to replace it. 
“In your draft of the oath of of- 


fice which the president must take 
you have neglected mention of the 


Almighty, That is curious, in view 


of the fact that the Communists— | 


during their campaign—frequently 
appeared in Church, frequently dis-
